There is probabiy no minister in Chicagé whose 
acceptance of the ‘‘five points is more hearty 
and unqualiſled than that of Dr. Hovey. Yet 
this is What he says about the Bible in échools: 

The employment of a volume which is suppose to 
téach with absolute authority cannet be justified, . . 
It would not be strange ff Jews or Chinese should ob- 
ject to such s ase of the New Testament by suthority 
of the State ass a violstion of their refigious freedom ; 
nor ate there, a now appears, any éolid reasons wihiy 
the State should overtu le their objection, 

He also reassures those;persons who appre- 
hend evil results from this withdrawal of re- 
ligions instruction, as follows : 

No thoughtful man Should be alarmed at this con- 
clusion. For it must be berg in wind that chaten 
whose patents are unwilling: have them read We 
Seen, will not, if compelled to read them, be 
likely to do it with a vefy revérent or docile spirit: md 
any ohe who hes much observed [Dr. Hovey has bemn 
President of the school Board of his city) the careless 
and perfunmetory manner m which te religious e ter- 
cises of many public schools are dispatched, espec willy 
when the children belong for the most part to Catho- 
he families, must have serious doulhts whether any 
good result can be expected from them. 

Then again he suggests that even were the 
pupils attentive and cordial listeners the wortdhip 
cobd ueted by an indifferent or unwilling ten her 
would be worse than useless. Yet who will say 
that teachers sball be tested by examination as 
to their qualifloa tons for conducting devotiona! 
exercises ? As Dr. Hovey sas: 

Uniess the powers that be make it a pgint t) se 
lect none but earnest Christians to teach in the piupbiic 
schools, there will be many schoois ig charge of per- 
sons who have no interest inthe Bible, and no power 
to awaken such interest. Yet who would go 66 far to- 
ward the uhion of Church aud State ad to Have thi: lat- 
ter sit in judgment on the religious character of a large 
body of itagervants? Most certain the retait of 
such an inquisition and patronage would, in the end, 
be evil to all concerned. 

We might add, as Dr. Hovey dees not, whit is 
the teacher to do who, by the rule of the Bo wo! 
Board requiring Bible-reading, is brought wie 
conflict with the rule of his church or his vou 
acience? “ Obey the school rule or quit teach- 
ing,” ia the ready reply of the bigot or ‘zenlot. 
But wiil an enlightened publlo give such a ver- 
dict? Would it tolerate a rule which forces ich 
an isene? Nor will it help the argument for the 
Bible in schools to cry out that ite removal 8 a 
Papist plot, that soruples against its use bre a 
fPretense. This policy of the crafty may catch 
thé simple, but the intelligent American people 
are not to be befooléd into the idea that the 
safety of Republican institutions or Protestant 
Christianity is imperiled by dispensing with per- 
functory school-room dé@votions. If those who 
feel this fear would be led by it to diligent home- 
training, doubtless the cause of Protestant 
Christianity would gain. Dr. Hovey says again: 

The religious education of children cannot bo in- 
trusted to the State. It must be left in the hamis of 
parents, friends, Christians. 80 long as there 
are Christian hearts in the world, they will find ways 
to bring the Gospel to children, Let us have no State 
religion in schocls. There is a better way. 

Then again as to the argument that if religion 
does not need the State, the State needs religion 
as u security for morals, he says: 

Religion will prosper and do its work for mor- 
als without State aid. It will find ita way into fami- 
lies, schools, communities, and scatter blessings I its 
Own agencies, all the better for being left to itself, 
When it leans on the sword it is . hen it rests 
in the lap of the State it is shorn of its Jocks, 

The recent vote of the Chicago Boaril of 
Education, then, so far from being “ruthless,” 
a *' disgrace,” a high-banded outrage, as tome 
ery out, would in the esteem of Dr. Hovey, as 
of Dr. Collyer, Prof. Swing, Dr. Kohler, Pr. 
Locke, and other eminent divines, be a step in 
the right direction, a move toward that friend- 
ly independence of Church and State elone 
consistent with the American Constitution, and 
whick (quoting again from Religion and the 
State): 

The genius of Christian Hberty Has been ft eng 
after blindly in every age. This can only be re dized 
by apparent sacrifice on the part of Christians; it re- 
mains to be seen whether they have grace to provide 
for the future by relinquishing a seeming g in the 
present. 

In short, at this present in Chicago, Whether 
Protestant Christians will have grace to refrain 
from forcing their Book and Prayer, upon ur will- 
ing feliow-citizens, and by limiting the direct in- 
fluence of these agencies to their own tenipies 
and firesides, correspondingly deepen and bioad- 
en them in real efficiency and power, .

CATHOLIC PRIESTS WANTED. 
OUR TREATMENT OF THR INDIANS. 
T the üer of The Chieato Tribune : 

Cms, Sept. 90.— Is it not a little significant 
and worthy of notice, that three out of the four 
Indian Chiefs who harangued the Commtmissioti- 
ers im the Sieux Council (vide report in yester- 


day's TRIBUNB) each expressed a desire to have 
Catholic priests sent amongst them? Little Bear 


said: He wanted Catholic pnests for teachers, 
as they bad had all they Wanted of other de- 
nommations. 

Spotted Tail said he wanted good white men 
with them, and wanted Catholic priests to teach 


them white men's ways, ae roe cul- 


tivating the soil, and raising atoc 

Spetced Bear said: There were a great many 
bad men on his reservation, He wanted Catho- 
lic priesis to educate the people and make them 
Wise.” 

This testimony, from these leading ahd inflt- 
ential Chiefs, to the value and efficiency of the 
Cathohe tissionaries in the Indian ooutitry 
should not pass without notice and comment. 
It is, however, no novelty. Army officers aad 
persons who have passed any considerable period 
of time amongst the Indians are familiar with the 
potential and beveficent influence éxercised by the 
missionary fathers upon the semi-civilized or 
wholly barbarous tribes of the West. The power 
of the late Father De Smet over the Indians was 
both acknowledged and frequently availed of by 
the United States Government, and Gen. Grant 
bas himself borne testimony to the value of the 
services rendered by the renowned missionary. 
Writers of every shade of religious opinion have 
conceded that the Catliolic priests alone, of all 
other religiotis teachers, have been successful 
with the Indians; and none others have exer- 
cised any petmanent, useful influence over 
them. 

Yet, in the face of this fact, is it not trne 
that the Government, through the Indian Bu- 
rean, has gradually been superseding the priests, 
and giving over to the charge of the Methodists, 
Quakers, and others, ih spite of Indian protest 
and eutreaty, the missions which these fathers 
had maintained at labor,—not infrequent- 
ly at the cost of life itself? Nay, it is suscepti- 
ble of proof that, in several instances known to 
the Indian Bureau, the Jesuit missionarics have 
been not only virtuaily driven out from their 
missions, but the property aequired by them bas 
been seized or their right to it denied by the 
Government, through its agents. 

It is no wonder t your correspondent con- 
cludes his dispatch of the affairs of the Council— 
from which I have drawn the language attributed 
to the Chiefs in the early part of note—-by the 
assertion that Men versed in Indian character 
say no treaty can be made. The igsioners, 
while zealously working, have no knewledge of 
Indian character, and are gradually widening the 
gap between themselves and the [ndiaus.” It is 
fair to assume that, with a few of the zealous 
Oatholic missionary fathers at their Council 
board, it would not be so difficult to pacify them, 
or 10 5 a mutnally advantageous treaty, 
although our intercourse with the indians gives 
little warrant for assumption of justice or 
fair treatment tow them.

A practical incident, illustrative of the im- 
portance which the Ohio and Pennsylvania 
elections have in relation to the business of 
the country, occurred within a day or two in 
this city, and is probably but one of many 
that have come under the observation of 
business-men. An Eastern capitalist who 
has $16,000 invested in a Chicago mortgage, 
falling due in November, wrote asking the 
borrower to renew it. He added, however, 
that if it was not the intention to renew it, 
he hoped the mortgagor would give him in- 
mediate notice of his intention to pay it 
when due, in order that he might make his 
arrangements for investing it on the spot. 
The capitalist gave as a reason for this un- 
usual anxiety that, j? the Democrats carried 
Ohio and Pennsylvania for rag money, his 
$16,000 would not have anything like its 
present value in sixty days after such 
event. This is a practical instance of the 
demoralizing effect which the dishonest agi- 
tation of diluting the currency is having 
upon the business of the country. It is but 
one of many and various indications that the 
imminence of the diluting and cheapening 
of our paper money is destroying confidence 
and unsettling all business relations.

The statement is made that CunrsroruEs 
Conumsus has recently been declared holy 
by the supreme Pontifical authority, and that 
the canonization was made at the instance of 
the Order of the Jesuits, and mainly on the 
ground that he discovered America. It is 
curious on several accounts that this should 
have been done at the present time. In the 
first place, it is more doubtful now than it 
ever was before whether Curisropuer Co- 
Lumsvus was the real discoverer of America, 
and if his sanctification rests on that ground 
his claim to the distinction is frail and un- 
certain. In the next place, it is worthy of 
remark that the Pope finds it necessary to 
go back several centuries to find material 
for canonization. It is true that the faults 


of men grow small and their virtues large in 
perspective, but the honors conferred on a 


character that has almost become fabled would 
indicate a conspicuous rarity of saintly vir- 
tues among the recently deceased. The dis- 
tinction is worth more than it used to be before 
the time of Columns, when every country 
had the privilege of nominating its own 
saints, and when the lists grew to such di- 
mensions that it was found necessary to limit 
the selection to the supreme authority of the 
Church. It may be that, in exercising this 
exceptional favor in behalf of Cotumsus, the 
Pope intended to show peculiar grace to the 
Catholics of America,—a disposition he had 
already manifested by conferring the derretta 
on Cardinal McCrosxey. At any rate, it is 
but fair to accept it as an evidence of good 
will. 


THE CREDITORS AND DEBTORS. 

Mr. Scuurz, in his Cincinnati speech, 
pointed out very clearly the errors of the 
very common assertion that the poor men 
want cheap money with which to pay their 
debts, while the rich creditors do not want 
cheap money. Is it true that the poor men are 
the debtors of the country? To contract a 
debt requires credit, and credit is based upon 
the means to pay. Men of very small means 
are seldom in debt, because their opportuni- 
ties to become so are limited. Mr. Sonunz 
estimated that 75 per cent of the debts owing 
in this country are owed by men having 
large properties, while the wages class are 
the least indebted class of society in propor- 
tion to their earnings and savings, and next 
to them are the farmers and small business- 
men. These are not the capitalists or bloated 
bondholders ; and, while their indebtedness is 
comparatively small, they are creditors to a 
very large amount. The laboring people, in- 
cluding in that designation all those who 
work for wages, daily, weekly, or monthly, 
are of necessity creditors, and to a very large 
amount. There is not a manufacturer, 
merchant, or professional man who does 
not include among his creditors the working- 
men in his employment, to whom he owes 
wages for a month or part of a month. On 
the average of half a month’s wages due to 
those employed at labor, it has been carefully 
estimated that there is always due the sum 
of $120,000,000. The same class are the 
owners of the great bulk of the $1,000,000,000 
deposits in the savings banks, and, includ- 
ing the farmers and small dealers, this class 
hold between two and three hundred millions 
of dollars deposited in the various other 
banks and trust companies. In the aggre- 
gate, they are creditors to a sum ranging 
from twelve to fifteen hundred millions of 
dollars. That immense sum has been obtain- 
ed by them at the cost of sacrifices unknown 
to the rich ; it has been obtained at the price 
of blood, of health, and of strength ; it has 
been saved by the sacrifice often of the very 
necessities of life. It is all these people have / 

The effect of an increase of the currency is 
to depreciate this immense credit. The fall 
in the value of the currency which has taken 
place within the last thirty days from 90 to 
85 cents on the dollar has been equal to the 
destruction of $75,000,000 in the purchasing 
power of these wages, ravings, and deposits. 
Had Congress enacted a law confiscating 
$75,000,000 of the money of these people, 
there would have been an outburst of public 
sentiment concerning the outrage that would 
have hurled the Congressmen voting for it 
into perpetual But it is now pro- 
posed that Congress shall legislate for the 
express purpose of reducing the money value 
of the currency, not merely 5 cents on the 
dollar, but 30 or 40 cents on the dollar. The 
effect of this will be that when these work- 
men, workwomen, farmers, and traders, seek 
to get their money they will be paid in 
legal tenders worth 30, 40, or 50 cents on the

back to 100 cents on the dollar would ruin 
the men of small means and the wages class, 
because it would add $250,000,000 of value 
to the currency they have on deposit and due 
to them for wages ; while to reduce the value 
of the greenbacks to 50 cents on the dollar, 
would be a blessing to the same class, though 
it would blot out $500,000,000 of the money 
value of the money due them, and which is 
all they have to live on. We submit to those 
interested how far the argument is reason- 
able and true. : 

This talk about the rich creditor class” 
and poor debtor class is unmitigated bosh. 
The only debtors who are, as a class, to be 
benefited by cheap money are those who 
have invested in heavy speculations, and 
have to pay their debts or go into bankruptcy, 
and the holders of questionable railroad 
bonds and speculative stocks, some of which 
are now offering in the market at 5 conts on 
the dollar, upon which they can no longer 
borrow, and which they bought at speculative 
prices. ‘These people want legal tenders so 
reduced that people will be willing to ex- 
change them even for Tom Scorr’s bonds, and 
Jay Cooxr’s railroad stocks, and B. F. AuuEzn’s 
checks. The real creditors of the country 
are the laborers and producers, to whom the 
world is of necessity always in debt. 


THE CHARTER QUESTION. 

Aspirants for the Mayoralty, and for all the 
various offices of the City of Chicago, as well 
as the present incumbents, are just now 
passing through a season of suspense. Upon 
the decision of the Supreme Court depends 
whether’ the charter of 1872 is in force at the 
present time or not. If the Court shall de- 
cide that that charter was not legally adopted, 


then the election of Mayor, Treasurer, and 


Attorney will take place as usual under the 
old chartur. The terms of the present offi- 
cers will all expire in December, and their 
places be supplied at the election in Novem- 
ber. But, should the Supreme Court decide 
that the charter of 1872 was legally adopted, 
and that it is now in force in this city, then 
the regular election for city officers will not 
take place. Then will arise the new compli- 
cation : Will there be a special election held 
in November for Mayor and city officers un- 
der the new charter to serve until there can 
be a regular election under that charter, or 
will the present officers hold over until 1877, 
without an election ? 

We question whether the new complication 
will not be as embarrassing as the one whieh 
has been directly submitted to the Court. 
The question of holding over is not before 
the Supreme Court, and cannot, therefore, be 
directly determined by that body. It isa 
question which cannot arise unless that Court 
shall decide that the charter of 1872 is in 
force. Should the latter decision be made, 
then the present officers will be masters of 
the situation, and can hold their places until 
April, 1877, despite the constitutional pro- 
hibition of any legislative extension of offi- 
cial terms. : 

We know of no greater political calamity 
which can befall the city than this perpetuation 
of a city government for eighteen months be- 
yond its legal term. Without expressing any 
opinion as to the conduct of the so-called elec- 
tion last April, the defeat of that charter now 
would rescue the city from this serious em- 
barrassmernt. The charter of 1872, should it 
be declared not to have been adopted, may be 
again submitted to tlie vote of the people, 
and if, after a full vote of the citizens, it 
shall be adopted, then it would go into oper- 
ation in due course of time, as the Legisla- 
tare intended it should, at the April succeed- 
ingits adoption. Its adoption at this time as 
the law of the city can only lead to confusion, 
complication, disorder, and usurpation. 


THOUGHTS FOR TAX-PAYEBRS. 

There were formerly three or four offices in 
Cook County the profits of each of which 
yielded its occupant an annual revenue larger 
than the salaries of the President of the 
United States and Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court combined. The fees of the 
County Clerk, Sheriff, and Recorder, be- 
longed to those individuals, and not to the 
county. This system was abolished by the 
Constitution for a double purpose, viz.: (1) 
To save to the people the large sums paid to 
public servants, and (2) to deprive these 
officials of the means, contributed by the 
public, of corrupting primaries and conven- 
ventions. So far as Cook County is con- 
cerned, this purpose has failed in both its 
aspects. Not only is the money formerly 
made by the officials not saved to the county, 
but the offices themselves, while they were 
formerly self-sustaining, have become a heavy 
burden on the tax-payers. „ Venality in 
politics has not disappeared, but the 
offices are, even ‘more than they were 
before, the means Of controlling nomina- 
tions and elections. Formerly the individual 
profits enabled the office-holders to run pri- 
maries and conventions in their own individ- 
ual interests; now the offices are infirmaries, 
sustained at the public expense, for the bro- 
ken-down hacks and political bummers that 
give direction to ward caucuses. It is worth 
while for the tax-payers of Cook County to 
look this matter squarely in the face. 

To begin with the County Clerk’s office, it 
is well known that its fees, years ago when 
the population w as not one-quarter what it is 
now and the business of the County Court 
and Clerk’s office comparatively insignificant, 
yielded fortunes to the occupants of the of- 
fice, from Caantes B. Farweztz to Jon Por- 
LAK. The fees have been somewhat reduced 
since then, but not in proportion to the in- 
crease of business. There are probably 8,000 
marriage licenses issued in the course of the 
year at $1.50 each, which require scarcely 
any clerical labor whatsoever, as the names 
are simply inserted in printed blanks 
which the county pays for. There 
is a mass of judgments in the 
County Courts for sidewalks, lamp-posts, 
and various kinds of small special assessments 
which swell the feesenormously. We believe 
that Mr. Poriax, or any other business 
man familiar with the revenues of the office 
and its necessary expenses, would be willing 
to go into court and swear that the office 
could be managed economically and on busi- 
ness principles as a private enterprise, so as 
to pay all expenses and yield a profit of 
$20,000 a year. Instead of this, the office 
will this year, in all probability, be an ex- 
pense to the county of $20,000,—a gross dif- 
ference of $46,000. 

The office af Recorder is quite an striking 
an illustration of the new order of ‘things. 


to the , there is an annual deficiency 
of $40,000; that is, instead of making 
$40,000 a year over and above its expenses, 
it costs $40,000 a year oyer and above the 
fees to pay the expenses. This is a gross loss 
to the county of $80,000. 
The Sheriff's office belongs to the same 
. Mr, Hrsma was Sheriff in 1861 
and 1862, when the population of the county 
was only about 150,000, and his profits from 
the fees of the office, which then belonged to 
the Sheriff, enabled him, if we remember 
aright, to buy a half interest in the Staats- 
Zeitung, and to lay the foundation for a hand- 
some fortune, which was only impaired by 
fire and other private losses. It is prob- 
ably within bounds to say that, for 
many years prior to the change in law, 
the Sheriffs office was worth from 
$25,000 to $30,000 a year to its possessor. 
Now the population of the county is over 
500,000, the business of the office has in- 
creased in proportion, and yet the county has 
to pay about $30,000 a year over and above 
the receipts to pay its expenses. In other 
words, there is a loss to the county of about 


| $60,000 a year in the management of the 


Sheriff's office. 

The fact is that these three county officers now 
cost the people of Cook County about $100,000 
a year where they formerly earned $100,000 
a year over and above expenses, thus involv- 
ing an actual loss to the county of $200,000 a 
year. Why is this? We can think of but 
one explanation, and that is, that the officers 
are used for the support of a surplusage of 
political bummers and dead-beats; and that 
the exorbitant expenses come from two, 
causes, viz. : (1) The employment of a larger 
number of persons than is needed 
to tronsact the business, and (2) the 
payment of a higher range of salaries 
than competent men could be secured for 
if the offices were managed by private per- 
sons for privata gain. In this way the offices 
are made as much vehicles for running pri- 
maries and caucuses as they were before, with 
the difference that the tax-payers are forced 
to pay for their prostitution to these vile pur- 
poses. It is said that, in some of the offices, 
there are persons on the pay-rolls who do 
their work ‘‘at home.” It is also said that 
not only private individuals but institutions 
like impecunious newspapers are indirectly 
made the beneficiaries of this vicious system. 
At all events, it is certain that, while these 
offices should yield an increased profit from 
year to year, they are, on the contrary, an in- 
creased expense from year to year. 

The contrast we have presented between 
the management of these offices while they 
were virtually private enterprises and the 
management for the tax-payers is sufficient, 
we think, to convince any intelligent 
and e¢andid person that there are 
gross and infamous abuses which cost 
the public, in actual deficiency and 
in the loss of the profits that ought to 
be made, at least $200,000 annually. The 
management of these offices on the part of 
the public is in the hands of the so-called 
People's Party,” or the combination of 
the Irish and Germans, assisted by the dis- 
reputable classes, to seize the offices. This 
same combination is proposed for this year 
to seize the vacant offices. If the tax-payers 
hope to protect themselves from a continua- 
tion and enlargement of the expenses we 
have explained, they will have to do it at the 
polls. There is little prospect that the Board 
of County Commissioners, controlled by a 
clique that naturally favors such manage- 
ment, will do anything to correct the flagrant 
abuses so manifest and palpable on their face 
that they need neither investigation nor 
demonstration. If the tax-payers do not 
help themselves at the polls, they will find it 
necessary at some future time to resort to the 
extreme measures of a vigilance committee, 
and to re-enact the lawless scenes of early 
days in San Francisco as the only means of 
getting rid of the public plunderers. 


THE COSMOPOLITAN OUTRAGE. 

The Cosmopolitans have defeated the pur- 
poses of the Jeffersonians with reference to 
the fall elections by determining to hold 
primary meetings, instead of appointing a 
committee to select respectable delegates, as 
was proposed by the latter. In this matter 
the Cogmops have acted as might have been 
expected, Their organization represents the 
disreputable elements of the Democratic 
party, as the Jeffersonians represent the re- 
spectable elements. The Jeffersonians want- 
ed to organize a convention in a respectable 
manner, so as to secure the most honest and 
able mem of the party for candidates. The 
Cosmopolitans wanted the other thing—that 
is, they wanted knaves and bummers for 
candidates. Consequently, they have placed 
the organization of this Convention and the 
choice of delegates in the hands of the lowest 
scum of the community,—the gamblers, bun- 
ko-steerers, confidence men, ballot-box stuff- 

bummers, and rogues and rascals of all

2 These men will elect at the 


primaries delegates of their own sort, and 
these delegates will nominate similar men as 
candidates.

He was a scoundrel, killed by a 
scoundrel, and buried by scoundrels, and the 
beautiful flower-cross which Mr. Jo Conunx, 
pugilist, placed upon him did not impart one 
particle of its grace or its beauty to his mem- 
ory. 


THE COMING WOMAN’S CONGRESS.- 

The Woman’s Congress of 1875 promises 
to be more important than either of the two 
preceding Congresses. The one of 1874, 
which was held in this city, showed a sagacity 
in dealing with practical points and ignoring 
abstract theories that made its meetings of 
real value. There was, however, a lack of 
good management in the direction. Some of 
the best papers were read to small audiences. 
The discussions covered too mueh ground to 
be of any notable depth. Towards the close 
of the three days’ session, a shrewd dress- 
maker turned the whole thing into a glorifica- 
tion of certain styles of undergarments, on 
which she had an exclusive patent. The pro- 
gramme of this year seems better arranged. 
There will be one especially admirable fea- 
ture of the Congress. Thisis the presentation 
of some really valuable statistics about the 
condition of American women. The Com- 
mittee on Topics and Papers, of which Mrs. 
Jul Warp How is Chairman, has distrib- 
uted through every town in the United States 
a circular which contains a number of ques- 
tions on this point. If full answers are re- 
ceived, the reports submitted to the Congress 
will show, with approximate exactness, how 
many working-women there are in the coun- 
try, how they are paid, and what sort of 
homes they have; the number of women 
teachers, their pay, and the manner in which 
they are treated; the number of literary 
women” and their pursuits; the number of 
feminine doctors, regularly or irregularly 
educated for the profession; the number of 
women in the ministry; the number of fem- 
inine students in the different colleges; the 
occupations of the graduates of those col. 
leges; the number of women engaged in sci- 
entific study, in agriculture, and in school su- 
perintendence; the number of criminal 
women, and the methods tried by other 
women to reform them; and the associations 
of women for philanthropic or other pur- 


poses. 

Even these are not all the points touched 
upon. They will serve to show, however, 
the substantial value of this annua zathering 
of representatives of the women of America. 
Itis gratifying to see women who are bent 
upon doing good forsake intuition for induc- 
tion, and doubly gratifying that their first at- 
tempts at the latter are devoted to the collec- 
tion of statistics of this sort instead of the 
views of women on woman-suffrage, 
or the tyranny of man, or . the 
Malthusian theory. The Congress is exi- 
dently to be managed by its brains, not ‘its 
whims. It meets at Syracuse next week. 
The session extends over three days,—Oct. 13, 
14, and 15. The representatives of Chicago 
are to be chosen, we believe, during the 
present week. 


THE MODERN PILGRIM’S PROGRESS. 
There is an ancient conundram in this 


wise: What best describes and most im- 
pedes a pilgrim? Bunion.” 

The second clause of the question might be 
given, in view of various recent occurrences, 
a more fitting answer. The chief impedi- 
ment of the modern pilgrim is not on his 
body, but outside of it. It varies in kind. 
Now it ts a stone, now a water-spout, and 
now a Government. Attempts have been 
made to smooth the thorny path of the pil- 
grim by getting up excursion trains for him 
and selling tickets good for the round. trip, 
with premiums in the shape of spiritual 
blessings thrown in. Two years ago, Lon- 
don streets were placarded with bills an- 
nouncing a pilgrimage of “ nobility and gen- 
try "—phrase dear to the flunkey’s heart—to 
the grotto of Our Lady of Lourdes. 
This entertainment was quite successful. 
Since then, however, bad luck seems to 
have attended nineteenth-century pilgrims. 
When some of the faithful in Germany es- 
sayed to visit Lourdes, France protested. 
She was apparently unwilling to allow her 
miraculous grottoes to be used as adjuncts to 
the salvation of German souls. Versailles 
and Berlin corresponded for a long time be- 
fore the thirty-four Teutonic pilgrims were 
suffered to join a larger band of French relig- 
ionists and journey to Lourdes. The Swiss 
disaster is another warning against travels to 
Christian Meccas. The 195 pilgrims who 
embarked in a boat meant to carry sixty dis- 
played gach a faith in Providence that it 
would have been only the fair thing to have 
worked a miracle and saved the ninety-six 
who were drowned when the craft foundered. 
The low value set upon pilgrims by earthly 
courts appears in the sentence passed upon 
the boatman who was responsible for the 
disaster. He was sentenced to nine 
imprisonment, or less than three days per 
extinct pilgrim. The worshipers of false 
gods do not seem to fare any better. Early 
in August, an army of Hindoo devotees was 
encamped in the dry bed of a torrent near an 
ancient shrine of Siva. There was a sudden 
gush of rain, and the torrent, springing into 
being, swept out of being more than 200 
of the crowd. This country is not exempt 
from pilgrimages, and persons who take 
part in them are not cae from 
the pilgrim’s lot. Last morn-

though poor, could have found means to pay 
them, but she is now in prison for the reason 
that she could not pay the costs, which 
amounted to the monstrous sum of 41 
13s.

For not being able to pay 
these law charges she was doomed to a 
month’s imprisonment with hard labor. 

There are two features of this sample of 
English justice which are particularly oppress- 
ive. It amounts in the first instance to a 
persecution of the class of workingmen who 
may be able to pay the fines and damages for 
little infractions of the law, but who cannot 
pay these enormous damages; and this, 
among other things, tends toerplain the con- 
stant discontent which characterizes this 
class. This poor water-cress gatherer has not 
only to suffer the disgrace of imprisonment, 
but her income is also stopped, involving 
more misery upon her when she gets out. 
The other remarkable feature of the case is, 
that the man who complained against 
her and the man who sentenced her 
were both clergymen, so that the 
lack of justice is accompgnied with an equal 
lack of Christian charity. The case is a very 
small one, and the woman Csar.torre Er 
is @ poor, unknown, unimportant water-cress 
gatherer; but the circumstances of the case 
throw a flood of light upon the relations be- 
tween rich and poor in England—the petty 
intolerance of the one class and the persistent 
persecution of the other. No wonder that 
the English laborer is sullen, fractious, and 
discontented with his lot, when even the pul- 
pit does not hesitate to grind him down into 
the dust by a rigorous application of fEnglish 
law. The existence of this fact is an unan- 
swerable reply to the glowing pictures of En- 
gland which some writers have drawn of 
late. 
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bn OBSERVATORY. 


The Dearborn Observatory is now in good 
working order, the money raised by eubscription 
a few months having been judiciously ex- 
vented 1h sabulliing 6 partion of the structure, 
in refitting the telescopes, and in other work 
rendered necessary by the fact that the institu- 
tion and its instruments had lain idle for sever- 
al years. It is now one of the best-appointed 
Observatories on the Continent, and prepared to 
commence a career of usefolness when permit- 
ted to do so. The magnificent “ equatorial,” 
which only a few years ago was the largest in 
the world, is ready to scour the beavensin search 
of new objects, and to find out new facts about 
objects the existence of which is already known. 
The fine transit instrument is ready to re- 
sume the work of cataloguing the stars, 
and furnishing the correct time daily for the use 
of scientists and business-men. A wire has 
been laid connecting the Observatory clock with 
one in the city, which pulsates with the meas- 


ured tick of the time-piece every minute in the 


twenty-four hours, recording accurately the flight 
of time; and a fine chronograph has been se- 
cured for mechanically recording the instant at 
which stars cross the meridian. All has been 
done that could be done with the funds at the 
disposal of the Astronomical Society, and the 
Dearborn Observatory is a place in which the 
people of Chicago may and should feel pride 
equal to that taken in reviewing our progress in 
the commercial world. 

We have said that the Observatory is prepared 
to enter on à career of usefulness. It is only 
partially useful as yet. Before it can fulfill its 
mission it must be endowed. There is at pres- 
ent no money in the treasury of the Astronom- 
ical Society with which to pay current expenses 
of warming and lighting, to say nothing of pro- 
viding for the work of scientific research. The 
Observatory is now open only on two evenings of 
the week, for the entertainment of subscribers 
to the fund,—the Secretary of the Society giv- 
ing that much time to the task, in the hope of 
inducing others to swell the ranks of member- 
ship and the exchequer. But this cannot always 
last, and it is not desirable that it should. 
The Observatory ought to be conducted by the 
best procurable talent, which should be fairly 
compensated, as in other institutions of the 
kind. The present arrangement is only of the 
makeshift order,—the best possible under the 
circumstances, but far from what it ought to be. 
The entire time of two men, and not the leisure 
moments of one, should be devoted to the use of 
the instruments at the Observatory, which are 
now chiefly employed at intervals to gratify ou- 
riosity, and not to increase our knowledge of 
astronomical facts. 

The Society has undertaken to raise an en- 
dowment-fund of $100,000 for this purpose. 
It has made little progress in that direction as 
yet. The first fruits of the effort lie before us in 
the following document, signed by a member of 
the Board of Trade who does not wish to have 
his name mentioned in print: 


The 
considers this to be simply a bet on his part that 
tuere is not public spirit enough in Chicago to 
subscribe the amount of $50,000 within the time 
specified.

** PULL-BACKS.” 

The cheap wit which usually expends itself 
upon some part of woman's dress, has found a 
mine in the tied-back skirt, which has been 
most industriously worked. The point with the 
critics is the indecency of a style which indicates 
80 much of the outline of a woman's form; but 
from this point of view there is no reason what- 
ever for the strictures.

We 
have, at least, got rid of hoops, and we have 
got a dress that is not obtrusive ; that is neither 
so straight, nor scant, nor objectionable, 
in these respects as the strict short-waisted, low- 
backed, short-sleeved dress of the seventeenth 
century; that has, on the contrary, possibilities 
of beauty, grace, and elegance, if the wearer or 
her modiste is an artist, and knows how to take 
advantage of thene We havea drees which is 
often stupidly covered with trimming, and ridic- 
ulously made up of parte which have no relation- 
ship to each other, but that is inevitable ; and on 
the other side we have gradually obtained a 
public opinion which is stronger and 
more permanent than fashioo, which gives dark 
or neutral colors and almost uniformly solid 
fabrics for the street, which enforces the ne- 
cessity of restricting street costumes to limits 
that will not obtrude upon the rights of others 
in the street-car or elsewhere. No stvie of dress 
could be invented that silly girls and silly wom- 
en would pot exaggerate,—a fool always car- 
ries with him his cap and balis.—but why a dress 
composet of several skirts, with skirts beneath, 
should be considered improper, even though tied 

back, while the single trowser passes for highly 
proper, it would puzzle a lawyer to determine. 
IMPORTED COSTUMES. 

French dressmakers are not vet over the habit 
of putting a great deal of material into toilettes 
which they send to America, making them very 
fussy, and charging a very high price for them. 
They cannot understand that we have got over 
paying $500 or $600 for one dress and $10,000 
for a trousseau, which did not amount to much 
after all, and they still send suits for which they 
charge $350, and reception dresses for which 
they charge $500, in spite of all that can bedone 
to prevent them. The consequence is that they 
are dead stock, and that our great houses are 
importing very little this season in the way of 

aud y-made garments. 

A $3850 dress was composed of seal brown 
silk, with overskirt and sleeveless basque of 
cream-colored casimir; brocaded with seal 
brown. The overskirt was trimmed with fringe 
and with the usual complement of bows and 
sashes; the sleeves and skirt had knife-plaited 
ruffles of silk, and the dress was finished at the 
sleeves and neck with Valenciennes lace, ready 
to put on; but the whole thing could have been 
gotten up for $150, and should not have cost one 
cent more. The finest brocaded casimir is @4 
per yard; but it is 56 inches wide, and very little 
is required for an overdrese, or to assist the 
trimming of the skirt, provided any is used for 
that purpose, which is not always the case. 

Other anported costumes are composed of silk 
trimmed with mother-of-pearl, and the new 
striped or figured velvet, trimmed with fringe 
and the passementerie ornaments, which are re- 
vived, but these are very fevin number. The 
latter are a httle too profuse for good taste, and 
the cost involves too much risk for these close 
times. 

There ts no indication of fur being used for 
trimming to the extent it was last winter. In 
fact, for many reasons it does not remain popa- 
tar even with fashionable women, who, it might 
be supposed. would hardly consider the question 
of cost. The chief one is that muffs and other 
articles of street costume must match the 
trimmings of the suit. Thisis sometimes very 
inconvenient. The fares usually cut up into 
trimming are gray, such as grebes, gray or silver 
fox; or in dark fur. skunk. Now, these rarely 
match the ladvy’s set. and to get another, or 
even to have a muff and boa made and trimmed 
to match the suit, is not always possible. Then 
fur cap only be worn, or at any rate only looks 
well, in V cold weather, and handsome 
changes are therefore required, which are not 
always j racticable. 

Undoubtedly the handsomest winter-dress 
which a lady can wear is a rich, complete cos- 
tume of velvet, fur-trimmed, and the less com- 
mon they are the more distinguished. Ladies 
whoare fortunate enough, therefore, to bave one, 
need bave no fear in wearing it that they will 
find themselves “ out of fashion.” 

BLACK SILK TOILETTES. 

Economy always falls back on black silk. Per- 
haps that is the reason so many elegant in-door 
dresses are in preparation this season composet 
of that perennial fabric. Oue of these was cut in 
the pure Princess style, body and skirt in one, 
no over-skirt, only a gore seton at the back to 
assist in forming the fan- like train. Neither were 
there any flounce or fluting on the back of the 
skirt. The only trimming consisted of wide 
braids, com of silk cords woven together to 
a width of at least three inches, and arranged 
with tassels to outline the drapery at the back, 
and forta the bands for the side-pocket, which. 
however, wae not suspended, but was made an 
integral part of the dress. 

Apotber model for dinner or reception dresses, 
which is a sample of many, has a puffed front 
edged with rows of Marguerite plaiting, and a 
plain plaited train, surmounted by a small puff, 
shirred at the top. The pufiing is scant not 
shirred in front. but at the sides, as was ro- 
marked of cashmere costumes. Bows, however, 
are often placed the whole length of the front, 
from the neck down to the edge of the pufiing 
upon the skirt or overskirt. 

WALKING JACKETS. 

Basques, jackets, and dolmans are ali cut long 
in front short upon the back. Cloth cloaks 
take that form also, probably to prevent inter- 
ference with the drapery which is massed at the 
back of the skirt.

One setof tablesis devoted to museum of 
art, and another to institutions affording art in- 
struction, It appears that there are 27 museums 
inthe country, a sparse supply for 38 States. 
Only four States have more than one New 
York, 7; Massachusetts, 6; and Pennsylvania 
and Connecticut 2 apiece, The only Western 
museums of art are the Western Re- 
serve and Northern Ohio Historical Society and 
Museum, at Cleveland, O.; Notre Dame Mu- 
seum at South Bend, Ind., and the Art-Gallery 
of the Illinois industrial University at Urbana, 
III. The Southern States boast only the collec- 
Seve of the Louisiana State University at Baton 

uge. 

Besides the information about the locations, 
endowments, officers, and business arrange- 
ments of these institutions, statistics more use- 
ful to the art student are given of the amount 
and kind of material collected in them. Under 
sculpture, the number of original marble and 
bronze statues, relievos, and basts, antique and 
modern, and the number of plaster copies and 
works in terra cotta, are given; under paintiogs

THE STUDIO OF THOMAS BALL. 
AN AMERICAN ARTIST AT FLORENCE. 
Special Correapondence of I'he Chicago Tribune. 

Passing beyond the city walla by the Porta 
Romana, Americans visiting Florence are always 
struck by the bonelike appearance of the scene 
before them. Indeed, were it not for the grand 
old avenue, the Poggio Imperiale, with its mile 
of straightness and up-bill, and its double rows 
of tail, grim, sentinel-like cypresses, one might 
almost think oneself in a suburb of one of our 
New England cities, se new and green and pros- 
perous does everything appear, and so modern. 
And this appearance is not without reason, for 
here names of which America is proud, mark 
the villas and studies of the noted sculptors 
whose works are familiar at home and abroad. 
The equestrian statue of Washington, of which 
Boston is so justly proud, is it is almost needless to 
say, the work of Thomas Ball, who lives here and 
whose studio is always open to visitors. Ring- 
ing, then, at the iron gate, the mysterious opening 
of which reminds us of the enchanted castles of 
childhood, we enter the beautiful grounds 
which surround the house and studio, and which 
would testify, if such testimony were needed, to 
the taste and love of beauty of their owner. 
Through a door, before which a fountain is play- 
ing, we pass into the presence of the works of 
the sculptor. 1 

The studio is one of the largest and hand- 
somest in Florence, and embraces a suite of 
half a dozen rooms, of various sizes and devoted 
to various uses, from the modeling of the work 
of ar; in clay to the mal finishing in the marble. 
That we may see the rooms in order, let us turn 
directly to the right, where we find ourselves in 
an apartment containing several finished works 
in marble; two children's heads, ‘‘ Penserosa ” 
and Sunshine,“ whose perfect childlikeness 
makes them general favorites; a bust of the 
„Eve of which we shall presently see the full 
figure in another part of the studio; a bust of 
Washington; a bust of St. John; and a small 
group commemorating the emancipation of the

As superiority in 
one other of these departments 
is looked for, one or the other of the 
museums comes forward and claims honors— 
Corcoran Art-Gallery at Washington, with 
an endowment of $1,000,000, is four-fold the 
richest in money, the Métropolitan Museum of 
New York comes next, claiming $245,174 ; and 
the three next, the Yale School of Fine Arts at 
New Haven, $88,000; the National Academy of 
of New York, $50,000; and the Art-Gal- 

lery of Vassar College, also $50,800. 

In sculpture the Pennsylvania Academy of 
Fine Arts, a free art school in Philadelphia, and 
Cornell University, are far in advance of all 
others, the former having 256, the latter 250 
caste from the antique; the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum has 60, the Corcoran Gallery 58 (increas- 
ing, however, with immense rapidity), and Am- 
herst College 50. The Metropolitan Museum, it 
is true, boasts 1,000 original antique statues. 
but these are the Di Cesnola collection of 
oo antiquities, interesting historically, but 

models of art. In bronzes the Corcoran 
Gallery is abead, with 114 (a large proportion no 
doubt, being the auimals of Barye), and the Bos- 
ton Musem of Fine Arts next, 112. en it comes 
to Relievos, our own Industrial University at 
Urbana comes to the froot with 170 specimens.

These statistics show this for one thing, that 
it would be possible to arrange an American art 
tour, taking m Boston, New York, Washington, 
and Phi:adeipbia, which would enable a student 
of art to see a thousand specimens of the old 
masters, about an equal number of antique 
statues, and casts from the antique, and au in- 
definite number of modern pictures, engravings, 
coins, Oriental curiosities, etc. If to this stock 
is added the great number of fine works of art 
contained in private galleries, and accessible to 
anybody warthy to see them, it will be seen that 
an interesting and profitable artistic journey is 

die to persons who are not able to go to 
urope, but can spare time and money for a tour 
of three or four weeks in this country.

PSESIDENT LINCOLN. 

The last isacopy of the colossal group, the 
money for the execution of which was raised by 
the subscription of the colored people of the 
United States, and the commussion given to Mr. 
Ball two years ago. It represents the President 
standing erect, holding in his right hand, which 
rests upon a column, the immortal tion, 
while the left is held in an attitude of benedic- 
tion above the kneeling figure of the typical ne- 
gro, who with broken chains seems to rise in bis 
great strength from his fallen state, and looks 
calmly aud hopefully into the future. The fig- 
ure of President Liueoln is true to the life, the 
difficulties of modern costume being met boldly 
and without the adoption of the Roman drapery 
that comes fo often to the rescue of the sculptor 
of the man of the 22 re while the mas- 
cular and almost nude fi of the fiegro at his 
feet takes away the effect of disproportionate 
height, which in most of the statues of the mar- 
tyr President has been fatal to all grace and 
comeliness. The group is still at the foundry at 
Munich, where it has recently been finished in 
bronze, and will be dedicated in April of next 
year on the anniversary of the assaseimation of 
the President. It is of interest that the idea of 
the Freedmen’s ereeting a monument to their 
emancipation by subecription was due to an old 
colored woman who gave $5 to an officer of our 
army to be devoted to this ; and the re- 
suit of thie small iuning is the noble p, 
which is worthy of the sculptor, of the subject, 
and of its destination, the Capital of the United 
States.

Martin propos- 
ed to leave Detroit, Capt. Ward told ber he 
shouldn't let ber go; he couldn't get along wit h- 
out the advice of Cabbage John in bis busines, 
and he could afford to pay her as much as he 
could make for tbe sake of baving that spiritual 
party at hand. Once Miss Harris was at Capt. 
Ward's house with Mrs. Martin who bad been 
invited by the Captain to examine a picture aod 
ex) lain it under the influence of the spirit of a 
certain Indian girl named Koninda, The 
picture was that of a flowery wreath, the buds 
and blossoms in waich represent the different 
members of the Ward family. Koninda told 
who the flowera stood for, and being asked, 
‘* Where’s Fred?” explained that he was not 
one of the family. Capt. Ward sad,. That's 
what I call a pretty good test,” and asked 
Kouinda whether Fred had found his father 
since he bad gone to the spirit land. But it does 
pot appear that the Indian girl said anything 
about this.

Mrs. Martin bus known Capt. Ward since the 
spring of 1870.

She is sub- 
ject to several phases of mediumship. Capt. 

Tard called on her in 1870, she supposes to test 
her powers as a mediam. She became entrancod. 


He had sittings with her several days in succes- | 


sion. When her engagement with the Society of 
Spiritualists ended, Capt. Ward asked her to 
take up her residence here, saying he wanted 
advice through ber in his business, and would 
pay her enough to make it of advantage to her. 
Sbe staid on a salary, and Capt. Ward had con- 
sulted her to the day before bis death. 

Cabbage John is a German geologist. He bas 
often communicated through Mrs. Martin to 
Capt. Ward. The medium thinks Capt. Ward 
consulted her on an average ag often as twice a 
week when he was in the city. He has consulted 
her with regard to mining and railroad enter- 
prises, etc., the witness oe the Silver 
Islet mine, the Crystal City Glase-Works, about 
30 miles from St. Louis, the Burlington Rail- 
road, and the defeat of Senator Chandler. Cab- 
bage John advised Capt. Ward about Silver Isiet 
and the Glass-Work, and Dean Richmond with 
regard to the Burlington Railroad. When Mrs. 
Martin is in her trance state she knows nothing 
about whatis going on, nor does she find ont 
when she emeryes from that state unless told by 
her visitor, who has heard the revelations made 
through her. 

A discussion here took place as to whether

‘The Streets Crowded with Citizens and 
Visitors---A Procession Two 
Miles Long. : 


A Glowing Eulogy Delivered by Ex- 
Senator Fowler. 


Special Inepatch to The Chieaoo Tribune. 

Nas VNL, Ten., Oct. 2.—By the time of the 
formation of the procession, every avenue lead- 
ing thereto was completely closed with buman 
barricades,—eager spectators, who, in life, An- 
drew Johnson loved to serve, and in death they 
had cometo honor his memory. The spectators 
consisted not only of citizens of Nashville and 
its immediate vicinity, but the trains brougbt 
from all parts of the State their quota of visitors 
to participate in aud gaze upon the great memorial 
ceremonies. Nearly every county in the State 
was represented. Military companies from dis- 
tant cities were assigned places in the proces- 
sion. 

As soon as a passage-way could be made the 
procession moved. Everywhere along the line 
of march the same restless, densely- packed speo- 
tators awaited them. The great object m the 
procession around which imtereet more particu- 
larly concentrated, and that which told more 
clearly the object of the grand procession, was 
the catafalque, one of the most magnificent ar- 
rapgements of the kind ever gotten up. It 
was 18 feet long, 20 high, and 8 broad. From 
top to bottom it was covered with black vel- 
vet, draped most artistically. Upon the 
raised dais was a magnificent casket, with a 
laurel wreath in the centre above the canopy. 
The inner trimming wae red, white, aod bluse. 
At the top was a golden eagle, draped m mourn- 
ing, baving a wreath of laurel ip bis beak. On 
each of the four corners were flags trimmed 
with silver fringe lace, On either side of the 
coatafalique was the monogram A. J., the coat of 
arms of North Carolina, his native State, and Ten- 
nessee his adopted State, while a banner bearing 
the original thirteen States adorned the front. 
In @ prominent position in front of 
the catafaique was carried a superb 
white silk banner with gold trimmings, 
with an allegorical picture typifying the early 
struggle and subsequent high exaltation of the 
remarkabie man, from the obscure cabin in the 
valley to the White House on the mountain. 
The catafsique was drawn by twenty richly. 
caparisoved white steeds. Upon a decorated 
wagon, with seats arranged in pyramidal form, 
sat thirty-seven young ladies dressed in white, 
with black ornamentatioos, each represeuting a 
State. Tennessee stood above all, and in the 
centre a jad im deep mourning, and with 
bowed head, gave an idea of Tennessee's 
grief at the loss of her gifted son. 
At the head of the column rode Gen. Penny- 
backer, Chief Marshal, m full regimentals, while 
at his side Gen. Cheatbam, both brave soldiers, 
the latter a Confederate and one of Johnson's 
opponents in the Congressional race of 1872. 

Men of all political predilections were in the 
procession, many having even been Johnson's 
enemies while living. This was remarked as 


forcibly illustrating the „ and good will ex- 


isting among classes in Tennessee. 

An immense assemblage gathered in front of 
Mrs. President Polk's to witness the salutes 
given her. she receiving them with gracious 
smiles. The procession, two miles long, was ime 
posing. Mrs. Patterson, eldest daughter of de- 
ceased, the lady of the White House durigg his 
ad ministration, A. Johuton, Jr., the only son, 
and A. Johnson Patterson. grandson of the ex- 
President, witnessed the procession from the 
Maxwell House. The House of Representatives, 
where Senator Fowler delivered the 
oration to-vight was most elaborately deco- 
rated with flags, festoons, and mourning em- 


blems.

Nasuvitizg, Tenn., Oct. 2.—The memorial 
pageant in honor of ex-President Johnson was 
a full and complete success, without disturb- 
ance or accident. The procession commenced 
moving at 12:30 p. m. It was the largest turn- 
out of the populace ever witnessed in this city. 
It was made up of military, civic, mechanic, and 
literary societies, and was two bours passing the 
Capitol. The streets designated as the line of 
march were crowded with people at an early 
hour, and at 2 o’clock there were at least 30,000 
people on the streets.

SAN FRANCISCO. 

Saw Frawncisco, Val., Oct. 2.—By 9:80 this 
morning a crowd began to gather in the vicinity 
of the Bank of California. Inside every prep- 
aration had been made forthe opening. The 
President, Directors, and members of the syndi- 
cate were on hand with smiling faces, and look- 
ing as though a load had been lifted from their 
shoulders. The President stated that the bank 
was fully prepared to pay all demands on pre- 
sentation except such as had been provided for 
otherwise, and that there was no doubt of the 
ability to go on with business without 
further difficulty. By 10 o’clock 
the streets and sidewalks were jammed 
with people. At the appointed hour the doors 
were swung open, amid the cheers of the crowd, 
which at once made a rush, blocking the space 
outside the counters. Evidently by far the larger 
proportion of those present were there as look- 
ers-on, though the services of the tellers were at 
once called into requisition, and the counters 
were lined with those presenting checks. It was 
expected that a large demand would be made 
upon the bank, not from a want of confidence, 
bat simply from the need of coin, which has 
been so long locked up. At the present writing, 
the crowd is surging in and out of the building. 
Flags are mastheaded on California street and a 
salute is being fired from Meiggs’ wharf.

It was rumored on the street last evening that 
during the day the Post and Mail had changed 
hands, or at least that Messrs. Taylor and Wil 
lard had disposed of their interest in the estab- 
lishment. ' Subsequent inquiry proved that the ro- 
port was not without good foundation, and that 
the negotiations which had been understood as 
pending for its sale for some time had been per- 
fected, A. W. Edwards, Secretary of the Protec- 
tion Life Insurance Company, of this city, be- 
coming the purchaser, the price paid being only 
slightly in excess of the value of the Associated 
Press franchises it enjoyed. ; 

For some time the Post had been reckoned as 
undesirable property, and the consoliia- 
tion with the Mai, which wus con- 
trolled by Taylor, and the subsequent change 
of managemout, it appears, proved of very little 
advantage, or at least failed to put the joint con- 
cern upon a paying and profitable basis. After 
the lapse of a few months under the new mapage- 
ment, at all events, the establishment was in the 
market, but comehow it managed to struggle 
along and keep alive, but its existence had al- 
ways been a great expense to its pro- 
prietors, ‘ one of whom, it is said, 
was constantly drawing from his surplus capital 
for its support without any ——- of any re- 
turns. Its sale was finally the last resort, which 
was arranged for yesterday as stated above, but 
up to last evening no money had changed hands. 

It is understood that the purchaser is backed 
by persons interested in the Fidelity Savings 
Bank and tne Protection Life Insurance Compa- 
ny, but whether either of these establishments 
had an actual interest in the purchase could not 
be ascertained. :

carries its passengers as far for 5 cents. Now, 
facta and figuros are our best guide. The Chi- 
cago City Railroad Company carries about 40,000 
to 42,000 per day, the West Side Railroad Com- 
pany nearly 60,000. The Chicago City Railroad 
Oompany runs 150 cars per day, making an aver- 
age of eight round trips per car or sixteen singie 
trips, giving 2,800 seate per single trip or 44 
seats to ers per day. The West 
Railroad Company runs 100 cars per day, giving 
2.200 seats per trip, and at very much longer 
tervals, and cannot possibly give its passengers 
as many seats with 100 two-conductor cars. It 


must be piain to any sensible person if we run 


all two-conductor cars we could not run over 
ninety and tun at very much longer intervals, 
and only give seats to 1,960 passengers per trip 
or only 31,680 seats, whereas we now give with 
one conductor car 44,800 per day. 

Some time last winter, when Fisk and Alexan- 
der first commenced the cry of no pay or two 
conductors, being personally acquainted with 
Fisk, supposing hima gentleman, I personaly 
induced our Board to appoint a committee of 
three to call on them andtalk the matter over. 
Since, I haye been ashamed when I meet our 
Board to think I should bave induced them to 
meet with Fisk and Alexander—men so mean 
they will steal a ride on a car to save five cents, 
and cheat the poor car-conductor out of his 
hard earnings. We told them, making no prom- 
ises, that our plans were to put rear platforms 
on our one-horse cars, and in accordance with 
the orders of the Common Councu all new cars 
we bought shall be two-conductor cars, of the 
finest pattern, of which we have bought twenty, 
and they will soon be on the road, and run 
them on short lines where travel is greatest. 
And we explained to them that we felt confident 
we could accommodate the public better with 
one-borse cars, which facts they seemed unable 
to answer, and to Mr. Fisk seemed satisfactory, 
but Alexander said if he was running the Chica- 
go City Railway he should probably do as we 
did; that he did not care for the public, but that 
we had got the Wabash avenue franchise from 
him, and he was going to retaliate.
